Japan May A ttempt to Block 
League Program to Aid China

Geneva, April 27 (AP).—Indica­ 
tions that Japan may exert efforts 
to block the heralded 
League of 
Nations’ ten-year plan for Hie re­ 
construction of China 
unless tho 
great powers recognize M anchukuo 
were reported Thursday in reliable 
quarters. 
International circles spoke also of 
the possibility that the 
Japanese 
will oppose Dr. Ludwig Rajchm an 
—the league’s envoy to C hina who 
is now returning here w ith a proj­ 
ect for helping China financially 
and socially—in the belief he wields j 
polit ical influence among Chinese j 
leaders. 
These reports formed a startling i 
background to a Japanese mani-1 
festo of April 17 in w hich Tokyo 
said foreign aid to China th a t had j 
political significance would be op- j 
posed by force if necessary. 
May Appeal to Signatories 
Chinese leaders, meanwhile, saw j 
in the ’ hands-off" pronouncement 
th at possibility of Japanese over­ 
lordship and considered appealing 
to the signatories—including 
the ; 
United 
States—of 
a 
n in e-power 
treaty guaranteeing Chinese ter­ 
ritorial integrity and economic op­ 
portunities. 
Fearing that an appeal m ight re­ 
sult in a "diplomatic trium ph” for 
Japan, however, the Chinese were 
expected to try through diplomatic 
channels to ascertain w hat support 
would be given such a plea. 
The Japanese are said to hold Dr. 
Rajchm an responsible for the col­ 
lapse of a pact of "non-aggrava­ 
tion” which Japan and C hina were 
preparing to sign after th e famous 
Mukden 
incident 
of 
September. 
1932, when the Chinese 
attacked 
Japanese forces. 
To Oppose Loan by League 
It is alleged by the Japanese that 
they were ready to sign th e agree­ 
m ent not to let the situation be­ 
come worse but Doctor Rajchm an 
induced the Chinese to submit the 
question to the League of Nations. 
Specifically, 
Japan 
will oppose 
any league plan to g ran t China a 
loan, it was learned on good au­ 
thority, because "China is disunited 
and a loan might be utilized for 
purposes detrimental to 
her best 


interests.” 
No similarity was seen 
by Japanese spokesmen between a 
loan to A ustria by the league and 
a possible aid of this kind to China.
